Non-Stop Flight. 


Britishers all over the world will 
extend the very, best wishes for 
good luek and success to the two 
Royal Air Force officers who, in 
May, ave going to attempt to beat 
the world’s longest non-stop flight 
record now held, by a French 
aviator, because this -is the kind 
of flying which, if ibrought 
practicable application, 
to revolutionise the time. tuken 
up by” travel... By a flight of 
neatly 8,000 miles:from: France 
across Europe and-a long way up 
into Siberia, a- French ~ aviator 
was, about u year ago, the first to 
put up a really Jong non-stop 
overland flight, and this flight was 
later beaten by . yet another 
Frenchman who made a non-stop 
flight from Paris to Jask in ‘the 
Persian Gulf. This flight was of 
over 3,300 miles. For the first 
time, British aviators are going 
to make an attempt to set up yet 
a. fresh record,” and they will 
leave London and fly eastwards, 
making for Karachi: 
to be able to get-as far as Delhi 
or, Caleutta, if conditions are 
favourable, and will attempt to 
fly at least 5,000 miles in, 48 
hours. . This is the annihilation 
of distance with a’vengeance and 
might be described as “real” 
flying. Usually, spectacular long- 
distance flighis are not extra+ 
ordinarily fast. So much time is 
taken up at.the. various, halting 
places, in re-fuelling, re-condi- 
tioning the machine, making plans, 
ete., that the aviator’on a long 
flight finds that he~has not. gone 
from his . starting place to his 
finishing point in very. much less 
time than would have been taken 
by fast steamer. ‘Of course, there 
have been some very fine.times put’ 
up, notably. by Sir’ Alan Cobham 
on his return flight from Cape 
Town tg London, but most ef the 
long flights. have heen compara- 
tively slow. 
London. on. Monday and. can be in 
either ‘ Karachi, Delhi or’, even 
Caleutta -by Wednesday there is. a 
really. spectacular'cutting down 
of travel time that ‘opens up 
vistas of future possibilities. At 
the moment-these ling non-stop, 
flights must remain {n- the realm 
of mere “stunts” ‘but, surely it is 
not. tao imaginative to think that 
rone day long non-stop flights: will 
be almost as ordinary as.are cross- 
Channel: crossings to-day. ‘

it was enting into’ the vitals of the 
people. There were crowds on the

“was tts significance on tho life of | 
the nation? There was only one 
answer. It'represented moral de- 
generacy, ‘Itvwas the duty. of the 
, Staté to promote the moral; ma- 
torial and physical welfare-cf the 
people and yet what did-they find 
here? They found that the Go- 
vernment acquiesced in that gigan- 
~ tle gamble. ‘There wils a Gam- 
bling, Act on the statute and under 
that Act common gaming houses 
were being frequently raided,’ yet 
gambling was carried on openly on 
the rnce-course and no acticn 
whatever’ wis taken. What was 
the use of raiding s few common 
gaming houses ‘when they -had a 
oursé. where people could 
themselves? Was the inaction 
of the Government due to the fact 
that stewards of the Turf Club're- 
presented powerful interests?

In comin to the book-makers his 
' gomplaint was ‘not so much against 
the “book-makers ‘personally aa 
against the system involved witH 
all its. attendant evils in taxing or 


“laying bets with them. He must 


ask ta be excused if in having to 
crilicise the system reference to 
the book-makera became inevitable. 
’ Members must have heard of cer- 
tain owners having'an interest in 
the books and of certain ~ book- 
makors ,having an interest in cer- 
tain ponies. That was a. stigma 
which would remain so long as 
book-makers were allowed to stay. 
Members must ulso have heard .of 
such things as faked bets,and shar- 
ing the spoils, He said that those 
evils would always remain so long 
na book-makers were not abolished.
